SUICIDE OF A. L. HAM. 


From atanOaVt Dotty. 


Since Thursday last Albert L. Ham, a 


traveling sidesman for the wholesale gro- 
cery bnuse of John Ullrich, bos been sick 
from a severe attack of cholera morbus 
at his apartments, on the second floor of 
the Kepler tenement dwelling, at No. 320 
South Main street. This morning shortly 
before 9 o'clock the sharp report of a 32- 
calibre revolver was heard by the inmates 
of the house, and a few minutes later the 
sick man, Mr. Ham, was found dead by 
his horrified wife lying face down upon 
the floor of the bed room, the pistol a 
few inches from nis right hand. The bul- 
let had entered the heart of the suicide 
who must have died instantly, He had 
on his pantaloons and his stockings, and 
evidently had sat on the edge of tbe bed 
when the shot was fired, falling forward 
on the floor. That part of his body be- 
low the knees was under the bed. Mrs. 
Ham was not in the house at the time (be 
shot was fired. She was m the rear yard, 
and did not know anything of it until 
she was asked what caused the report. 
Instantly she passed up the narrow stair- 
way and into the bed room, where she 
found her dead husband as described. 
She came down stairs screaming and sank 
into a chair sobbing and crying as if her 
heart would burst, so great was the dread- 
ful shock to the loving and devoted wife. 
There were a number of ladies on the 
lower floor of the dwelling, among them 
Mrs. A, W. Brodess, who was also pros- 
trated by the shock. When the reporter 
called Mrs. Ham and Mrs. Brodess were 
both attended by several ladies who 
offered all consolation possible to the 
young widow, and tried to relieve the suf- 
ferings of Mrs. Brodess as she lay upon a 
lounge. 


Coroner'Bendure was summoned, and 


he took charge of the body, lifting it 
from the floor and placing it upon the 
bed. 
It was then discovered that Mr. 


Ham.had shot himself through the heart; 
but there was no blood on his shirt, sim- 
ply a large black spot, Death resulted 
from internal hemorrhage. A jury was 
secured and an inquest held. 


MB. HAM'S LAST WOBD3, 


The following note written by Mr. Ham 


on one of his linen ouffs was found in the 
room and it was read in evidence : 


DEAB WH?E :—This is a hard trial to 


think it the last thought I shall ever com- 
municate to you. Loving you us I do I 
cannot meet you face to face and tell the 
tale. Loss of money, health, position, I 
could stand, for I know you would stand 
by me through any trouble ; but my good 
name is gone. I have not the courage to 
tell yon, for I oould not explain it so you 
would be satisfied, as you well know I 
never had the benefit of money I did not 
earn, 


I am short some $500. If you get your 


insurance in full please make that good 
to Mr. Ullrich. 


Oh! when I thought we were commenc- 


ing to live, to have to go under a cloud. 
As far as death is concerned I oan face it; 
but to think of the shock to you and my 
poor old mother. It is terrible. Try to 
bear up and help her to, 


Oh! how I love you and her, Dear 


one, I am no thief, yet they have the 
proof, and Jack will not let up without 
the money this morning, and of course I 
cannot raise it. Oh, I have caused you 
so much trouble anyway, I do not see 
how you can still love me so well.Z I will 
close. Do the beat you can, and think of 
me when I am gone. The interest is paid 
on the house, and he will let it run three 
months yet. You will get tbe insurance 
money in 60 days ($5,000). I want you 
to have everything there is left after ex- 
penses, and pay Mr. Ullrich. Love me 
though you may forget me, I am not a 
thief.

THE VBSDICT.

D, 1884 : We, the undersigned, jurors, 
sworn to inquire of the death of A. L, 
Ham, on oath do find that he came to his 
death by a pistol shot wound in the heart, 
or region of tbe heart, and that said 
wound was inflicted by his own hand 
while laboring under a fit of despondency 
or depression of spirits.

Mr. and Mrs. Ham came to Deoatur 


about two years ago, and have since re- 
sided here. Their parents at that time 
resided at Fisher, in Champaign county, 
He secured a position as traveling sales- 
man for John Ullrich, and his territory 
•was all points north of tbe Wabash road 
and stations on the I., B, & W. road. He 
was about 40 years of age, of medium 
height, and a man of good address. In 
health he was a successful salesman, and 
was of a happy disposition. He left no 
children. 


It is learned from a reliable source that 


Mr. Ham's accounts with the Ullrich 
house have been short for some time, and 
there is no reason for the shortage other 
than that collections were withheld, 


Some time ago Mr. Ham bought a 
house on West Main street for 81600, on 
which he has been making payments. 


His life was insured in the Northwest- 


ern Traveling Men's Association, of Chi- 
cago, for 35,000.

Taken To FtBfler. 


The remains of Albert M. Ham, who 


shot himself through the heart at 320 
South Main street yesterday, were ex- 
pressed to Fisher hi Champaign county, 
at noon to-day, for burial. The body was 
accompanied by the grief-stricken young 
widow and other relatives of the deceased. 


Fourteen Head of Cattle Killed. 


Friday afternoon the township author- 


ities at Clinton killed fourteen head of! 
cattle belonging to Messrs. Strain & Co,, 
stock buyer*, that had been exposed to 
and infected with the Texas fever. About 
8400 was paid for the stock, but this was 
thought to be the most effective means 
of exterminating the disease. Dr. Paareu, 
the state veterinary surgeon, said if this 
means was followed up the fever would 
totally disappear and that the farmers 
and stock buyers need have no fear of 
taking their cattle to the county fair, a 
project which caused much alarm. Tbe 
DeWilt fair begins to-morrow. Last dec- 
oration day a Nebraska shipper unloaded 
a herd of 400 Mississippi cattle at Clinton 
and let them loose in a pasture. They 
appeared in good condition sad none 
died. It is supposed eome of them had 
fever, which was the cause of the death 
of 10 cows that were in the same pasture 
this summer.

The Late Oampmeetlnff. 


Mr. Frank Priest has a communi- 


cation in Sunday's Review, in which 
he makes his long promised "state- 
ment" concerning the finances of the 
late "National Prohibition Camp- 
meeting." 
The "statement" is no- 


ticeable for ene or two things, and 
though the racket seems to be prin 
cipally confined to the 
brethren 


themselves the REPUBLICAN has a suf- 
ficient interest in the matter to jus- 
tify a few passing remarks. 


Mr. Priest is particularly severe 


upon what he calls "the third party 
men" who have not come to his res- 
cue in the payment of the remaining 
indebtedness. It may not be gon- 
erally known that before the meet- 
ing began certain of these "third 
party men" desired to be taken into 
the concern, to share in its profits or 
losses. These men were responsible 
for their contracts, and would have 
paid any deficiency that might have 
remained without making any un- 
necessary -fuss about it. 
Bat the 


affair was managed and controlled 
by parties who did not seem to want 
too many partners, and these ' 'third 
party men" were given the cold 
shoulder, so to speak, and were left 
to understand that their services 
were not wanted. It is a little un- 
kind, therefore, in Mr. Priest to rail 
out against them now, after having 
declined to take them in at the be- 
ginning. It is also a little singular 
that Mr. Priest should now turn BO 
savagely upon "the third party men,' 
after having himself been instru 
mental in getting up a oampmeeting 
to further the interests of "the third 
party," and after having bankrupted 
the enterprise by paying out so much 
money to speakers who were brough 
here to bolster up the aforesaid thin 
party. It is hardly to be expectet 
that so much indignation would have 
been exj ressed if the campmeeting 
venture had been more of a financia 
success. 


The sums of money that Mr 


Priest puts down as having been 
"paid to speakers" are hardly in 
keeping with the diminutive charac 
ter of the receipts, especially when i 
is remembered that so many peopl 
right here in Decatur still mourn on 
account of unpaid bills—bills whio! 
it was expected a "great moral en 
terprise," such as the manager 
claimed the campmeeting to be 
would not allow to remain unliqu: 
dated. When it was discovered b 
Mr. Priest and hie clerical partne 
that the thing would not pay ex 
penses they should not have permit- 
ted the mercenary horde of profess- 
ional "speakers" to gobble np all the 
proceeds, to the detriment of home 
people who bad advanced labor and 
material in good faith. 
If they did 


so manage as to come out in debt 
they should face the racket like busi- 
ness men, for they entered into it as 
a business enterprise, for the pur- 
pose of making money. If they had 
been successful nobody would have 
expected them to go around and di- 
vide their pro'fits with anybody else. 
As they expected to reap the benefits, 
so they ought to be willing to stand 
the losses. 


We feel some little sympathy, 


however, with Mr. Priest, because of 
his misfortune in the selection of a 
partner in this business enterprise. 
Probably Mr. P. did not know, soon 
enough, that his partner, Thomas J. 
Crowder, who loftily puts "Bev." in 
front of his name, also claims the 
possession of that mythical virtue 
called "complete 
sanotification"— 


that ne plus ultra of holiness, as it 
were, which makes its possessor in- 
capable of doing wrong. If Mr. 
Priest had known that we doubt if 
he would have had any confidential 
relations with him. Popular rumor 
has it that et a certain stage of the 
proceedings Mr. P. insisted on han- 
dling all the money, and it is not at 
all unlikely that this was about the 
time he found out the superlative 
virtue and heavenly honesty claimed 
by his partner. 
However that may 


be, we don't hesitate to say that Mr. 
Crowder, despite his complete sanc- 
tification, is a dead-beat of high 
grade—a dead-beat with a capital 
letter at the beginning of each word 
—and such being true Mr. Priest is 
to be pitied.

A startling story comes from Au-

In 
lew of the labored efforts being 
made by certain parties to fix a scan- 


al upon the family of Mr. Elaine 
le object of this ghoulish deed is 
pparent, and no one need go far to 
nd good reason for fixing the re- 
ponsibility upon the party which' 
las been guilty of BO many, outra- 
geous things in the past. 


It was only last week that the 


publication of a book was announced 
n the public press, giving the inside 
history of the famous Morpy letter 
orgery of 1880. 
The responsibility 


or that famous forgery has been 
jrought down until it lies at' the 
hreshold of Win. H. Barnum, then 
as now chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee. 
The shrewd 


detective, John I. Davenport, gives 
n his book the proofs he has discov- 
ered connecting Barnum with the 
lorgery, and as long as they stand 
unchallenged will have to be accept- 
ed as conclusive. Thus far, although 
ample time haa elapsed and great 
publicity has been given to the mat- 
ter, no denial has been entered. 
When the alleged Morey letter was 
first published Gen. Garfield at once 
called the telegraph into requsition 
to denounce the thing as a forgery. 
Notwithstanding his summary and 
indignant denial 
the Democratic 


managers continued to reiterate the 
story, got np the forgery in/ac sim- 
ile and scattered it broadcast over 
the country, sending a carload or 
more to the Pacific coast, and fur- 
nishing the Democratic press with 
plates from which to print the infa- 
mous lie. 
And it was printed in the 


papers (the Decatur Review among 
the rest) and thousands of copies in 
handbill form 
scattered on 
the 


streets and in the dooryards under 
cover of the darkness. All this, too, 
after it had been denounced as a 
forgery by Gen. Garfield, and proven 
to be such as completely as it waa 
possible to do so in the time that 
had elapsed after it was first given 
out. A party that will resort'''to 
each measures as the Morey letter 
forgery is capable of anything—even 
to the mutilation of a tombstone, 
and it does not need a prophet to 
risk the prediction that this latest 
specimen of partisan deviltry will 
sooner or later be unmasked and 
hung up in the gallery of trophies 
as a companion piece to the Morey 
letter, devised by the same cunning 
brain.

$1.00; Person, to all services, for 50 cents; 
for single admission, 10 cts. 


"HorseB,buggies, carriages and wngonp, 


admitted free, with free use of stalls,—ex- 
cept the stalls south of the entrance gate, 
which are reserved for ministers, physi- 
cians and widows. Horses must not be 
hitched to the tre_es, under any circum- 
stances, nor driven inside the encampment 
enclosure, except to bring baggage, furni- 
ture, supplies, and such persons as are 
unable to walk.

noi3, which furnished 256,000 soldiers t 
preserve the Union, and that act of ratif 
cation IB the brighest star in all her hit 
tory.

Are you not gla 
that the Homestead act was passed SE 
that slavery was defeated0 (Dries of ye

Next came the adoption by the Bepub- i 


hcans of the 14th amendment, which de- 
clares first that the freedtnen shall be rec- 
ognized as a citizen ia the laod—in this 
laud where he had been working as a 
slave for '250 years; 2d, that hia sacred 
rights shall be protected, and third, that 
no part of the rebel claima shall ever be 
paid. 
Then came the adoption of tho 15th 


nmendnient, giving the freeclmcn full po- 
litical rights, which deprived the Demo- 
cratic orators of the old cry of "negro 
equality." 


In the past 25 years the Democratic 


party has never made a declaration, or 
occupied a position, but what was a self- 
confessed mistake. The speaker devoted 
some time to calling attention to the in- 
numerable mistakes, which he presented 
with forcible words, being frequently in- 
terrupted by applause and laughter. 
He 


went on to show that in 25 years the Dem- 
ocrats had not made a promise which it 
ought or dared to have kept.

The lively competition has 
iven us cheaper prices and better goods, 
jjy blacksmith in Decatnr to-day can 
uy iron cheaper, under the protective 
ariff, than he could in 1860 under demo- 
ratic free trade. We now get better 
oode and our laborers better p&y. It 
us tbe lamented GBP field who said five 
ears ago: "It is our boat* that our labor- 
ra are tbe best paid ol any on the face 
! the globe." [Applause and cries of 
That's so.'1] 
• 
British free trade has crushed the map- 
facturiDR industries in Ireland and uni- 
ons of Irish people have come to Amer- 
oa to get the advantage of the American 
rotection policy. All the English papers 
upport Cleveland because they know 
bat if the demaoraU get in power the 
ree trade policy will be adopted, and that 
will mean death to American manufa'ito- 
iee and a victory for England who can 
tien fix prices for articles made by Bnt- 
•hers and used in this country. Here 
he speaker made a humorous allusion 
0 the trouble the democrats had had with 
be tariff—"a tariff for revenue only; a 
ariff only for revenue;" and the latest 
wrinkle, "A tariff for public purpose* ex- 
clusively," all meaning the same thing. 
Mr. Hunt said the English language is 
olerably explicit, and stated that that 
jarty does not express its declarations 
ilainly cuiiuot be trusted.
